The  editorial  remarks  and  observations  constituting 
the  first  part  of  the  present  document  have  been 
prepared  by  Dr.  George  Derby,  who  has  accept- 
ably performed  this  duty  in  previous  years.  They 
present  an  analysis  and  discussion  of  the  facts  of 
special  interest  in   the  returns   of  the  year   1872. 

In  particular,  the  very  full  and  interesting  observa- 
tions respecting  the  now  common  and  alarmingly  fatal 
disease,  Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis, — known  in  former 
days  as  "  Spotted  Fever," — deserve  special  notice. 

Commendable  accuracy  and  punctuality  have  been 
manifested,  wath   hardly   an   exception,   by   the   town

and  city  clerks,  in  the  preparation  and  transmission 
of  the  registration  returns  of  the  year,  and  correction 
of  any  defects  which  have  been  discovered  has  been 
promptly  secured  by  correspondence  Avith  the  proper 
parties. 

The  compilation  of  the  tables  of  the  present  docu- 
ment, involving  in  many  cases  much  difficulty  and 
labor,  has  been  intrusted  to  competent  hands,  and 
performed  with  creditable  care  and  fidelity.

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THIRTY-FIRST  REGISTRATION  REPORT. 

(1872.) 


The  vital  statistics  of  Massachusetts  for  the  year  1872  are. 
contained  in  the  accompanying  tables.  A  study  of  these  num- 
bers, and  a  comparison  with  the  conclusions  obtained  from  the 
registrations  of  former  years,  will  show  that,  in  some  respects, 
the  present  year  was  an  exceptional  one.  With  regard  to  mor- 
tality in  particular,  the  returns  show  much  that  is  of  interest 
and  significance. 

It  appears  from  the  first  table,  which  gives  a  summary  state- 
ment of  registration  for  1872,  that  the  town  clerks  and  regis- 
trars recorded  43,235  births,  16,142  marriages  and  35,019 
deaths,  an  aggregate  of  94,396,  or  10,916  more  than  during 
the  year  1871. 

If  we  make  a  comparison  Avith  the  previous  3'ear  in  each  of 
these  divisions  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths,  we  find  that —

The  natural  increase  of  population,  or  excess  of  births  over 
deaths,  is  8,216,  or  3,632  less  than  in  1871. 

The  daily  natural  increase  is  an  average  of  22-45. 

One  living  child  was  born  to  every  33-71  persons,  one  per- 
son in  every  45-14  was  married,  and  one  person  in  every  41-62 
died.

*  The  reader  is  asked  specially  to  remark  that  these  rates  are  based  upon  the  official 
census  of  1870,  and  not  upon  an  estimated  population  in  1872. 
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POPULATION  . 

The  calculations  in  the  analysis  of  the  returns  of  the  present 
year  are  made  upon  the  basis  of  the  population  found  by  the 
census  of  1870.  If  it  is  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  in  our 
comparisons  this  basis  is  a  constant  one,  the  conclusions  will 
lose  none  of  their  importance  in  their  mutual  relations. 

In  the  Report  for  1869  we  found  that,  taking  a  series  of  five 
years,  1865-69,  the  estimated  annual  increase  in  population 
throughout  the  State  was  2-848  per  cent.  We  may  regard  this 
as  nearly  applicable  to  the  present  year.  The  population  of 
the  State,  according  to  the  official  census  returns  in  1870,  was 
1,457,351.  The  estimated  population  in  1871  was  1,498,856; 
and,  presuming  the  rate  of  increase  to  be  uniform,  the  estimated 
population  in  1872  is  1,541,542.

It  appears  from  this  table  that,  in  1872,  births  were,  rel- 
atively, more  numerous  in  Suffolk,  Bristol,  Essex,  Middlesex 
and  Worcester  Counties  ;  while  Dukes  and  Nantucket,  Barn- 
stable and  Franklin,  keep  the  place  they  have  held  during  the 
last  five  years  as  the  least  prolific.  The  difference  in  the  char- 
acter of  the  population  of  the  former  and  the  latter,  as  between 
an  urban  and  a  strictly  rural  people,  will  be  noted.

There  will  be  noticed  in  the  foregoing  table  a  progressive 
diminution  in  the  purely  native  births,  and  a  corresponding 
increase  in  those  from  a  mixed  parentage.  There  is  also  an 
increase  in  the  births  from  foreign  parentage,  but  in  this  class 
there  is  a  much  nearer  approach  to  uniformity.

The  excess  of  foreign  over  native  parentage  is  4,190,  or  867 
more  than  the  excess  reported  in  1871.  Foreign  births  are 
recorded  as  in  the  majority  in  Suffolk,  Middlesex,  Worcester, 
Hampden,  Norfolk,  Bristol  and  Berkshire. 

Comparing  1872  with  1871,  we  find  that  American  births 
have  increased  by  1,125;  Foreign  births  have  increased  by 
1,992  ;  and  the  births  from  mixed  parentage  (one  parent  being 
foreign)  have  increased  by  450.

Plural  Births. — Three  hundred  and  seventy-eight  women  in 
Massachusetts  gave  birth  in  1872  to  seven  hundred  and  fifty- 
nine  children.  Three  hundred  and  seventy-five  had  twins  and 
three  had  triplets.  The  number  of  births  of  triplets  is  two 
less  than  that  in  1871.  The  proportion  of  plural  births  is 
nearly  constant  from  year  to  year — one  in  every  hundred. 

Illegitimates. — Three  hundred  and  three  are  reported,  one 
hundred  and  twenty-nine  less  than  in  1871.  There  are  158 
males  and  145  females.  In  former  years  the  females  have 
usually  exceeded  the  males  in  number. 

Still-born. — The  number  reported  is  1,283,  a  decrease  of  107 
as  compared  with  1871.  There  were  783  males,  487  females 
and  63  whose  sex  was  not  recorded.

The  total  number  of  marriages  registered  in  1872  was  16,142, 
or  396  more  than  in  1871.

The  statement  has  sometimes  been  made  in  recent  years  that 
the  number  of  marriages  was  diminishing,  and  that  for  various 
reasons  people  were  becoming  disinclined  to  enter  the  married 
state.  This  observation  is  not  confirmed  by  the  above  table, 
which  shows  a  marked  constancy  of  the  marriage-rates  through- 
out the  State  during  the  past  seven  years.

1872.]  SUMMARY  OBSERVATIONS.  19 

Among  the  most  remarkable  marriages  recorded  during  the 
year  is  that  of  a  male  of  21  to  a  female  of  12  years  ;  also  that  of 
a  male  at  80  years  and  a  female  of  72,  which  was  their  second 
marriage^.  The  greatest  disparity,  perhaps,  between  the  ages 
of  the  parties  was  in  the  case  of  a  male  at  71  and  a  female  at 
27.  Seven  girls  at  the  age  of  fourteen  were  married  to  hus- 
bands whose  ages  were  from  17  to  29.  The  numl^er  of  youno- 
women  of  the  ages  of  15,  16  and  17  who  married  during  the 
year  was  quite  large, — those  at  17  being  about  300.  One  mar- 
riage occurred  where  both  parties  had  only  reached  the  age 
of  16,  and  another  where  the  male  was  17  and  the  female  only 
14  years  of  age.  One  male,  for  the  first  time,  at  the  age  of 
27,  found  his  companion  in  a  widow  who  had  been  led  to  tiie 
hymeneal  altar  three  times  before,  and  who  at  this,  her  fourth 
marriage,  had  reached  the  age  of  24  years.  Two  males  at  the 
ages  of  73  and  61  were  married  for  the  fifth  time,  and  to  widows 
whose  ages  Avero  47  and  35.  The  oldest  bachelor  reported  was 
65,  who  married  a  maiden  of  22.  The  age  of  the  oldest  spin- 
ster married  was  51,  to  a  bachelor  of  the  same  age.  A  fourth 
marriage  of  a  female  at  39  to  a  widower  of  71,  it  being  his 
third  marriage,  is  mentioned.  Two  widowers,  at  the  ages  of  76 
and  41,  were  united  in  marriage  for  the  fourth  time  to  females 
iu  their  second  widowhood  at  the  acres  of  73  and  29.

The  total  number  of  deaths  recorded  throughout  the  State  in 
1872  was  35,019.  The  number  is  7,076  greater  than  that 
reported  in  1871 ;  and  it  is  9,214  more  than  the  average  annual 
number  for  the  previous  ten  years  (1862-71),  including  the 
years  of  the  civil  war,  when  ji  largely  increased  mortality  was 
reported. 

The  death-rate  for  the  State  during  the  last  eight  years  is 
given  in  the  following  table.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  popu- 
lation is  estimated,  except  for  the  years  1865  and  1870.

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If  we  compare  the  figures  in  the  foregoing  table  with  those 
recorded  the  previous  year,  we  shall  see  that  the  deaths  of  those 
whose  parents  were  both  American  have  increased  in  1872  by 
2,910 ;  of  those  whose  parents  were  both  foreign,  the  number 
in  1872  is  3,698  larger  than  in  1871 ;  and  the  deaths  of  tbose 
of  mixed  parentage,  one  parent  being  foreign  and  the  other 
American,  have  increased  by  437.  Of  the  class  "not  stated," 
392  appear  in  1872,  31  more  than  in  the  year  before. 

The  following  table  exhibits  a  comparison  of  the  numbers  for 
six  3^ears,  and  presents  very  clearly  the  contrast  in  the  mortality 
at  different  ages  between  the  native  ajid  the  foreign  classes  in 
the  poi)ulation.  In  calculating  the  percentages,  those  of  half- 
foreign  parentage  are  divided  equally. 

One  cannot  foil  to  observe  in  this  table  the  fact  that  the  chil- 
dren of  foreign  parents  die  in  greater  proportion  than  the  chil- 
dren of  those  of  American  birth.  It  will  be  remembered,  also, 
in  this  connection,  that  we  found  the  percentage  of  purely 
native  births  to  be  slowly  diminishing  from  year  to  year.  The 
children  of  foreign  parents  among  us  die  in  relatively  greater 
numbers,  and  the  parents  themselves  are  more  prolific. 

Another  deduction  from  this  table  is,  that  most  of  the  pop- 
ulation beyond  the  middle  period  of  life  continues  to  be  of 
American  stock.

The  percentage  of  deaths  from  zymotic  diseases  in  1872  was 
30-9;  from  constitutional  diseases,  23-1;  ivom  local  diseases,

To  which  must  be  added,  in  1872,  1,029  deaths  from  small- 
pox, which  has  never  before  appeared  in  such  relations  since 
registration  was  established  in  Massachusetts. 

During  the  year  1872,  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  persons 
w^ere  killed  in  railroad  accidents,  twenty-six  perished  by  poison, 
ninety-three  died  from  burns  and  scalds,  two  hundred  and 
ninety-nine  were  drowned  (including  those  "  lost  at  sea  ") ,  one 
hundred  and  seventeen  committed  suicide,  and  twenty-seven 
\vere  murdered. 
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Diphtheria. — The  number  of  deaths  from  this  greatly  dreaded 
disease  is  yearly  diminishing.  Ten  years  ago  the  mortality 
reported  from  this  cause  was  663,  and  in  1863  it  amounted  to 
1,420.  In  1872,  the  number  of  deaths  reported  was  273;  in 
1871  the  number  was  274.  Of  those  dying  in  1872,  220,  or 
81  per  cent.,  were  under  ten  years  of  age.  Deaths  occurred 
in  all  the  months,  but  they  were  most  numerous  in  the  autumn 
and  winter  seasons.  Dukes  and  Nantucket  were  the  only  coun- 
ties exempt. 

Dysentery. — The  mortality  from  this  affection  shows  a  con- 
siderable increase.  As  compared  with  the  previous  year,  there 
were  175  more  deaths,  the  total  number  being  564.  Much  of 
this  accession  is  undoubtedly  due,  in  the  present  year,  to  the 
prolonged  and  excessive  heat  of  the  summer  mouths ;  July, 
August  and  September  contributed  eighty-one  per  cent,  of  the 
mortality.  INIoreover,  the  fact  that  fifty-eight  per  cent,  of  the 
deaths  were  of  children  under  five  years  old, — a  class  more 
likely  than  any  other  to  feel  the  depressing  eflocts  of  high  tem- 
perilture, — tends  to  show  that  the  disease  was  in  a  great  degree 
due  to  this  cause.  All  the  counties,  except  Dukes  and  Nan- 
tucket, reported  deaths  from  dysentery. 

Measles. — There  were  four  hundred  and  twenty-eight  (428) 
deaths,  two  hundred  and  ninety-seven  more  than  iu  1871. 
Three  hundred  and  fifty-six  (356)  were  of  children  under  five 
years  of  age.  Dukes  and  Nantucket  were  the  only  counties 
which  reported  no  mortality.  The  spring  and  summer  months 
contributed  nearly  eighty  per  cent,  of  the  deaths.  It  is  prob- 
able that  the  number  of  deaths  reported  as  caused  by  measles 
does  not  truly  represent  the  fatality  from  that  disease  ;  for  the 
deaths  which  occurred  from  the  sequelaj,  as  pneumonia,  would 
prol)ably  be  assigned  to  those  secondary  causes. 

Scarlatina. — This  disease  caused  1,377  deaths,  an  increase 
of  510  as  compared  with  1871.  Eight  huudred  and  ninety-two, 
or  sixty -five  per  cent.,  were  those  of  children  under  five  years 
old;  and  ninety-six  per  cent.  (1,222)  were  under  ten  years 
old.  The  mortality  w^as  distributed  quite  equally  throughout 
the  year.     Of  the  counties,  Dukes  and  Nantucket  were  exempt. 
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Worcester  County  reported  the  largest  mortality — twenty-four 
per  cent,  of  the  whole;  and  Suffolk  follows  next,  with  nineteen 
per  cent.  There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  regular  periodicity 
characterizing  the  accessions  of  scarlatina ;  but  the  contagious 
poison  which  generates  the  disease  assumes  at  certain  times  and 
in  certain  places  an  unusual  intensity  from  causes  entirely 
unknown. 

Small-jyox. — The  year  1872  will  long  be  remembered  in 
Massachusetts  as  the  year  of  an  epidemic  of  small-pox  which, 
for  extent  and  severity,  was  unprecedented  in  the  history  of 
the  State.  Facts  were  not  wanting  during  the  previous  year  to 
indicate  that  the  long-continued  immunity  of  the  people  was 
not  a  permanent  possession,  and  that,  in  spite  of  the  recognized 
protection  afforded  by  vaccination  and  by  quarantine,  enough 
of  the  contagious  virus  remained  latent  to'  disseminate  a  deso- 
lating pestilence  when  the  time  should  be  favorable.  Yet  no 
one  could  foresee  the  remarkable  virulence  of  the  disease  as  it 
was  manifested  in  1872.  In  the  last  report,  we  noted  the  mor- 
tality of  the  previous  year  as  indicating  a  decided  increase  in 
the  intensity  of  the  small-pox  poison.  In  that  year,  there  were 
295  deaths.  The  development  of  the  disease  shown  by  the,  at 
that  time,  unusual  mortality,  was  but  the  beginning  of  an  epi- 
demic which  embraced  the  whole  State  in  its  ravages,  and  de- 
stroyed the  lives  of  1,029  persons  in  1872.  All  the  testimony 
tends  to  show  that  the  epidemic  was  not  only  unusually  fatal,  but 
that  the  number  of  severe  non-fatal  cases,  of  the  confluent  and 
hemorrhagic  types,  and  the  number  of  recurrent  cases,  were 
excessive  in  comparison  with  any  epidemic  which  has  prevailed 
since  the  discovery  of  vaccination. 

The  year  1872  comprises  the  middle  period  of  the  pestilence, 
with  the  beginning  and  the  end  in  1871  and  in  1873.  It  would 
be  interesting  to  compare  the  facts  which  the  registration  of 
1872  affords  with  the  statistics  of  small-pox  through  a  long 
series  of  years ;  but  it  will  be  more  instructive  to  study  the 
epidemic  in  its  completeness,  as  it  occurred  in  the  three  years, 
1871-3.  For  this  purpose,  we  must  wait  until  the  registration 
returns  of  the  latter  year  are  at  hand. 

If  we  analyze  the  mortality  of  the  present  year  (1872),  we 
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find  that  of  the  1,029  deaths,  627  were  those  of  males  and  395 
of  females. 

The  following  table  shows  the  mortality  rates  through  the 
four  quarters  of  the  year.  It  will  bo  observed  that  the  largest 
death-rate  was  ia  the  last  quarter.  This  fact  is  partly  accounted 
for  by  the  recognized  increase  in  the  virulence  of  the  disease  in 
the  colder  months,  and  partly  by  the  fact  that  in  the  last  months 
of  1872,  the  contagious  influence  was  at  its  height  all  over  the 
State  :—

Typhus,  which  is  the  generic  name  for  the  autumnal  or  con- 
tinued fever,  and  which  includes,  therefore,  the  disease  so  well 
known,  called  typhoid  or  enteric  fever,  was  the  cause  of  1,703 
deaths  in  1872.  This  number  is  greater  by  587  than  that 
reported  the  previous  year.  Forty-three  per  cent,  of  the  deaths 
occurred  among  persons  from  15  to  30  years  old ;  and  forty- 
five  per  cent,  were  in  the  months  of  August,  September  and 
October.  The  deaths  of  males  exceeded  those  of  females  by 
ninety-seven.  SuflTolk  County  reported  the  largest  number  of 
deaths  (278),  and  Worcester  County  next  (262). 

Infantile  fever  continues  to  be  classed  with  typhus  in  the 
registration  of  deaths.  It  is  a  term  so  vague  as  to  be  of  ques- 
tionable use  ;  yet  we  find  the  record  of  one  hundred  and  sixty- 
eight  deaths  of  children  under  five  years  old  under  this  head. 
For  the  sake  of  accuracy  and  statistical  value,  the  term  typhus 
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should  not  be  made  to  cover  so  many  divisions  as  it  now  does. 
Typhoid  fever  is  recognized  as  possessing  distinctive  characters 
which  should  give  it  a  sj)ecial  place  in  the  nosology. 

Cholera  Infantum. — The  deaths  from  this  disease  were  un- 
usually numerous  in  1872,  amounting  to  3,254.  This  number 
is  larger  by  1,536  than  that  reported  in  1871.  The  mortality 
from  this  cause  comprised  9*3  per  cent,  of  all  the  deaths 
recorded .  The  average  percentage ,  during  the  past  thirty  years , 
of  deaths  from  cholera  infantum,  as  compared  with  deaths  from 
all  causes,  was  4-11.  The  percentage  in  1872  was  therefore 
very  high  ;  indeed,  it  is  unprecedented.  The  increase  appears 
to  be  quite  evenly  divided  among  the  counties  ;  and  as  in  former 
years,  the  counties  containing  the  populous  towns  suffered  most. 
Eighty-nine  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  the  three  hot 
months,  July,  August  and  September.  To  the  unusual  and 
protracted  heat  of  the  summer  of  1872  must  be  attributed  a 
large  share  of  this  excessive  fatality.

It  would  be  more  correct  if  the  mortality  attributed  to  dropsy 
could  be  assigned  to  disease  of  the  heart,  or  of  the  kidneys,  or 
of  the  liver,  of  which  the  dropsy  is  only  a  symptom. 

Consumption. — The  number  of  deaths  recorded  is  5,556. 
In  1871,  there  were  5,070.  The  disease  keeps  its  place  at  the 
head  of  the  ten  most  fatal  diseases.  The  deaths  of  females 
exceed  those  of  males  by  468.

Pneumonia. — There  were  2,295  deaths,  437  more  than  in 
1871. 

The  greatest  mortality  occurred  in  March,  and  the  smallest 
was  in  July.  The  first  four  months  of  the  year  contributed 
fifty-three  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  of  deaths.

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Eight  hundred  and  ninety-eight  of  the  deaths  (39  per  cent. 
of  the  whole  number)  were  of  children  under  five  years  old ;

Thus, 
considerably  more  than  half  the  mortality  from  pneumonia 
involves  the  extremes  of  life — childhood  and  old  age.

Cerebrospinal  Meningitis. — This  terrible  disease  has  been 
so  unknown  to  the  present  generation,  until  quite  recently,  that 
it  is  not  even  included  in  the  list  of  diseases  presented  to  the 
registrars  and  town  clerks  which  is  published  at  the  end  of 
each  of  the  Registration  Reports. 

No  deaths  are  consequently  directly  assigned  to  it  as  a  cause 
in  the  preceding  tables.  All  physicians  in  Massachusetts,  how- 
ever, are  well  aware  that  it  has  been  distinctly  recognized,  and 
that  it  is  now  a  disease  of  frequent  occurrence  and  of  extreme 
fatality. 
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An  attempt  has  therefore  been  made,  by  careful  re-examina- 
tion of  the  original  returns,  to  form  some  idea  of  its  prevalence 
in  the  State  in  1872. 

Before  giving  these  facts,  it  may  be  well  to  refer  to  what  has 
been  observed  in  Massachusetts  with  reference  to  cerebro-spinal 
meningitis  in  the  past. 

The  first  reliable  record  of  it,  as  seen  in  the  epidemic  form 
in  Massachusetts,  dates  back  to  1806,  when  it  appeared  in  the 
town  of  Medfield.  Nine  cases  occurred  in  that  town,  all  of 
which  proved  fatal.  This  was  in  the  month  of  March.  From 
that  time  until  1816  it  appeared,  at  intervals,  at  various  points 
within  the  State,  and  was  more  or  less  epidemic  in  its  character. 
It  prevailed  quite  extensively  in  1810.  In  that  year  a  most 
interesting  report  upon  this  then  mysterious  and  obscure  affec- 
tion was  drawn  up  and  published  by  Drs.  James  Jackson  and 
John  C.  Warren.  It  first  appeared,  as  stated  in  that  report,  in 
the  town  of  Dana,  about  the  beginning  of  the  year,  "  but  not 
in  any  considerable  number  of  instances  until  the  cold  weather 
of  the  middle  of  January."  In  the  latter  part  of  February  it 
was  heard  of  at  Petersham,  and  at  Barre,  Oakham,  Rutland, 
Paxton,  Hardwick,  New  Braintree,  Brookfield,  Spencer,  Stur- 
bridge,  Winchendon,  Athol,  Gerry,  Leicester  and  Worcester, 
in  the  course  of  the  month  of  March,  "  mostly  about  the 
third  week  in  that  month."  It  will  be  seen  that  all  the  above- 
named  towns  are  in  the  county  of  Worcester.  It  was  seen  at 
Cambridgeport  in  the  latter  part  of  March,  and  at  Lancaster 
in  April.  In  the  course  of  April  and  May  a  few  cases  oc- 
curred at  Boston,  and  again  in  the  counties  of  Worcester 
and  Middlesex.  During  May  it  presented  itself  in  Spring- 
field, and  had  not  subsided  in  the  second  week  in  Juue. 
We  hear  little  or  nothing  more  of  the  disease  till  1849,  when 
Dr.  Joseph  Sargent,  of  Worcester,  called  the  attention  of  the 
profession  to  its  existence  in  the  towns  of  Millbury  and  Sutton 
during  the  month  of  March  of  that  year.  Not  many  cases 
were  seen,  however,  and  if  the  disease  could  then  be  called 
epidemic  at  all,  it  was  limited  both  in  quantity  and  extent. 
Dr.  S.,  in  this  memoir,  first  suggested  the  analogy  of  the 
disease  with  the  so-called  "spotted  fever"  of  a  former  day. 
It  appeared  again,  to  a  limited  extent,  in  April,  1857,  in  the 
town  of  Becket,    in  Berkshire    County.     Dr.  Jackson  stated 
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that  he  had  occasionally  met  with  sporadic  (isolated)  cases 
of  the  disease  in  later  years,  or  since  the  epidemic  of  1806-16. 
Since  about  the  time  of  the  outbreak  of  the  disease  among 
our  soldiers  during  the  war,  it  has  made  its  appearance  at 
various   points    in   this    State. 

A  report  of  a  committee  from  the  Massachusetts  Medical 
Society,  in  1866,  covers  all  the  cases  which  could  be  collected 
in  the  State  from  1857  to  1865  inclusive, — 280  in  all.  These 
were  distributed  over  the  different  years  as  follows  : —

From  the  above  it  appears  that  instances  of  the  disease 
have  occurred  in  this  State  in  each  year  from  1857  to  1865, 
inclusive,  with  the  exception  of  1860.  Doubtless  a  con- 
siderable number  of  cases  might  have  been  chronicled  in 
1866,  but  the  report  did  not  include  the  record  of  that 
year,  other  than  the  mention  of  seven  cases  in  Brookline,  in 
January. 

The  disease  was  prevalent  among  our  soldiers  at  Newbern, 
N.  C,  in  the  spring  of  1863,  and  was  subsequently  seen  at 
camps  in  Massachusetts. 

After  the  close  of  the  war,  and  during  the  six  years  1866  to 
1871,  inclusive,  it  was  known  to  exist  in  various  parts  of  Mas- 
sachusetts, but  was  still  imperfectly  recognized,  or  confounded 
with  typhoid  fever,  which  it  often  strikingly  resembles  in  its 
outward  manifestations,  and  was  without  doubt  in  many  fatal 
cases  reported  to  the  Secretary  of  State  as  mortality  from  either 
fever  or  cephalitis.  This  latter  term  means  strictly  inflamma- 
tion of  the  substance  of  the  brain,  while  the  disease  in  question 
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is  pathologically  marked  by  changes  in  the  coverings  or  mem- 
branes surrounding  the  brain  and  spinal  cord. 

It  is  evidently  impossible  to  fix  upon  the  proportion  of  deaths 
reported  as  due  to  cephalitis,  or  to  fever,  which  should  be 
transferred  to  the  disease  we  are  considering.  Cephalitis  has 
appeared  among  the  causes  of  death  for  thirty  years.  During 
the  four  years  1868-1871,  the  average  mortality  assigned  to 
this  cause  was  592 ;  the  highest  being  620  and  the  lowest  572, 
In  1872,  however,  we  find  1,031  deaths  from  cephalitis,  includ- 
ing no  doubt  most  of  those  which  were  on  a  second  examination 
of  the  records  classed  as  will  presently  appear.  But  over  and 
above  this  number,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  many  deaths 
from  cerebro-spinal  disease  really  occurred.  The  failure  to 
recognize  them  is  due  in  great  part  to  the  inherent  difficulty  in 
the  diagnosis  of  a  new  and  strange  cause  of  death. 

In  examining  the  original  returns  of  deaths  in  1872,  all  were 
noted  which  were  attributed  to  the  following  diseases : — 
1.  Cerebro-spinal  meningitis.  2.  Spotted  fever.  3.  Menin- 
gitis. 4.  Spinal  disease.  In  the  third  class  care  was  taken  to 
exclude  all  deaths  from  "Tubercular  Meningitis."  The  result

Previously  to  the  adoption,  in  the  Registration  Report  of 
1855,  of  the  present  Nosological  Aerangement  of  Tables 
IX.  and  X.,  the  term  "Infantile"  in  those  Tables  included 
under  a  single  designation,  not  only  all  deaths  returned  under 
the  several  heads,  "Infantile,"  "Premature,"  or  "Premature 
Births,"  but  also  all  ascribed  to  "Debility"  or  "Unknown" 
causes,  if  under  two  years  of  age. 

This  plan  was  continued  until  the  Registration  Report  of 
1868,  in  which,  to  secure  greater  accuracy,  the  method  now 
employed  was  adopted,  by  which  Deaths  returned  under  the 
head  of  "Premature,"  "Premature  Births,"  or  "Infantile,"  are 
stated  separately  in  Table  Vm.  and  combined  in  Tables  IX. 
and  X.  Deaths  of  children  under  two  years,  from  "Debility" 
or  "Unknown"  cause,  are  no  longer  classed  as  "Infantile."

CONCEMmG  THE  REGISTRATION  OF  BIRTHS,  MiVRRIAGES  Ai\D  DEATHS. 


[General  Statutes — Chapter  21.] 
OF  THE  REGISTRY  AND  RETURNS  OF  BIRTHS,  MARRIAGES,  AND  DEATHS. 


Section 

1.  City  and  Town  Clerks  to  obtain,  record,  and 

index  facts  coucerning  Births,  Marriages, 
and  Deaths. 

2.  Parents  and  others  to  give  notice  of  Births, 

and  Deaths. 

3.  Physicians  to  give  Certificate  of  Cause  of 

Death,  when  requested.    Penalty. 

4.  Sextons,  Undertakers,  &c.,  to  make  returns 

to  Clerks  of  Cities  and  Towns.  Clerks  to 
give  Certificate  of  Registry  of  Death  to 
the  Person  having  charge  of  funeral  rites 
preliminary  to  Interment,  for  delivery, 
&c.  If  Interment  takes  place  without 
such  Ccrtiflc.'itc,  notice  thereof  to  be  given, 
under  penalty  of  twenty  dollars. 

5.  Clerk  annually  to  transmit  certified  Copies 

of  Records  to  Secretary. 


Section 

6.  Record  or  Certificate  of  Clerk  to  be  prima 

facie  evidence  in  Legal  Proceedings. 

7.  Clerks — Fees  of,  payable  by  City  or  Town; 

Accounts  of,  to  be  certified  by  Secretary. 
Penalty  for  neglect  of  duty. 

8.  Superintendents  of    State   Almshouses  to 

record  and  return  to  Secretary,  births  and 
deaths  therein. 

9.  Secretary  to  furnish  Blank  Books  for  Rec- 

ords and  forms  for  Returns,  with  Instruc- 
tions. Clerks  to  distribute  the  Blank 
Forms  for  Returns. 

10.  Secretary,— to  cause  Returns  to  be  bound 

&c. ;  to  Report  annually  to  Legi9laturo,&c. ; 
to  do  all  other  acts  necessary  to  secure  the 
execution  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter, 

11.  Registrars  maj'  be  chosen,  in  certain  cases, 

in  place  of  Town  Clerks. 


Section  1 .  The  clerk  of  each  city  and  town  shall  receive  or  obtain, 
and  record,  and  index,  the  following  facts  coucerning  the  births,  mar- 
riages, and  deaths,  therein,  sei^arately  numbering  and  recording  the 
same  in  the  order  in  which  he  receives  them,  designated  in  separate 
columns : 

In  the  record  of  births,  the  date  of  the  birth,  the  place  of  birth,  the 
name  of  tlie  child  (if  it  have  an_v),  the  sex  and  color  of  the  child,  the 
names  and  the  places  of  birth  of  the  parents,  the  occupation  of  the 
father,  the  residence  of  the  parents,  and  the  date  of  the  record  ; 

In  the  record  of  marriages,  the  date  of  the  marriage,  the  place  of 
marriage,  tlie  name,  residence  and  official  station  of  the  person  b}'- 
■whom  married,  the  names  and  places  of  birth  of  the  parties,  the  resi- 
dence of  each,  the  age  and  color   of  each,   the   condition   of  each 
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(whether  single  or  widowed) ,  the  occupation,  the  names  of  the  parents 
and  the  date  of  the  record. 

In  the  record  of  deaths,  the  date  of  the  death,  the  name  of  the 
deceased,  the  sex,  the  color,  the  condition  (whether  single,  widowed, 
or  manned),  the  age,  the  residence,  the ccciipatiou,  the  place  of  death, 
the  place  of  birth,  the  names  and  places  of  birth  of  the  parents,  the 
disease  or  cause  of  death,  the  place  of  burial,  and  the  date  of  the 
record. 

Section  2.  Parents  shall  give  notice  to  the  clerk  of  their  city  or 
town  of  the  births  and  deaths  of  their  children  ;  every  householder 
shall  give  like  notice  of  every  birth  and  death  happening  in  his  house  ; 
the  eldest  person  next  of  kin  shall  give  such  notice  of  the  death  of 
his  kindred  ;  the  keeper  of  a  workhouse,  house  of  correction,  prison, 
hospital,  or  almshouse,  except  the  state  almshouses  at  Tewksbury, 
Bridgewater,  and  Monson,  and  the  master  or  other  conunanding  offi- 
cer of  any  ship  shall  giA-e  like  notice  of  every  birth  and  death  happen- 
ing among  the  persons  under  his  charge.  Whoever  neglects  to  give 
snch  notice  for  tlie  space  of  six  months  after  a  birth  or  death,  shall 
forfeit  a  sum  not  exceeding  live  dollars. 

Section  3,  Any  physician  having  attended  a  person  during  his 
last  illness,  shall — when  requested  within  fifteen  days  after  the  decease 
of  such  person — forthwith  furnish  for  registration  a  certificate  of  the 
duration  of  the  last  sickness,  th'e  disease  of  which  the  person  died, 
and  the  date  of  his  decease,  as  nearl3'  as  he  can  state  the  same.  If 
any  physician  refuses  or  neglects  to  make  such  certificate,  he  shall  for- 
feit and  pay  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  to  the  use  of  the  town  in  which  he 
resides. 

Section  4.*  Every  sexton,  undertaker,  or  other  person  having 
charge  of  a  burial-ground,  or  the  superintendent  of  burials  having 
charge  of  the  obsequies  or  funeral  rites  preliminary  to  the  interment 
of  a  human  bod}',  shall  forthwith  obtain  and  return  to  the  clerk  of  the 
city  or  town  in  which  the  deceased  resided  or  the  death  occurred,  the 
facts  required  by  tins  chapter  to  be  recorded  by  said  officer  concerning 
the  deceased,  and  the  person  making  such  retm-n  shall  receive  from 
his  city  or  town  the  fee  of  ten  cents  therefor. 

The  clerk,  upon  recording  such  facts,  shall  forthwith  give  to  the 
person  making  such  return,  a  certificate  that  such  return  has  been 
made,  which  certificate  such  person  shall  deliver  to  the  person  having 
charge  of  the  interment,  if  other  than  himself,  before  the  burial  when 
practicable,  otherwise  within  seven  days  thereafter.  AYhen  a  burial 
takes  place  and  no  certificate  is  delivered  as  aforesaid,  the  sexton, 
undertaker,  or  other  person  having  charge  of  the  interment,  shall 
forthwith  give  notice  thereof  to  the  clerk  under  penalty  of  twenty 
dollars. 

Section  5.-  The  clerk  of  each  city  and  town  shall  annually  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  February,  transmit  to  the  secretary  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, certified  copies  of  the  records  of  the  births,  marriages, 
and  deaths,  which  have  occurred  therein  during  the  year  ending  on 
the  last  day  of  the  preceding  December. 

Section  6.  The,  record  of  the  town  clerk  relative  to  any  birth, 
marriage,  or  death,  shall  he,  prima  fade  evidence,  in  legal  proceedings, 

*  See  chap.  202,  on  page  clvi.,  following. 
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of  the  facts  recorded.  The  certificate  signed  by  the  town  clerk  for 
the  time  being  shall  be  admissible  as  evidence  of  any  such  record. 

Section  7.*  The  clerk  shall  receive  from  his  city  or  town  for 
obtaining,  recording,  indexing,  and  returning  to  the. secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth,  the  facts  in  relation  to  a  birth,  twenty  cents  ;  a  mar- 
riage, ten  cents  ;  a  death,  twenty  cents  for  each  of  the  first  twent}^ 
entries,  and  ten  cents  for  each  subsequent  entry,  as  the  same  shall  be 
certified  by  the  secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  ;  but  a  city  or  town 
containing  more  than  ten  thousand  inhabitants  may  limit  the  aggre- 
gate compensation  allowed  to  their  clerk.  He  shall  forfeit  a  sum  not 
less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  refusal 
or  neglect  to  perform  any  duty  recjuired  of  him  by  this  chapter. 

Section  8.  The  superintendents  of  the  state  almshouses  at  Tewks- 
bury,  Bridgewater,  and  Monson,  shall  obtain,  record,  and  make 
return  of  the  facts  in  relation  to  the  births  and  deaths  which  occur  in 
their  respective  institutions,  in  like  manner  as  is  required  of  town 
clerks.  The  clerks  of  said  towns  shall,  in  relation  to  the  Inrths  and 
deaths  of  persons  in  said  almshouses,  be  exempt  from  the  duties 
otherwise  required  of  them  by  this  chapter. 

Section  9.  The  secretary  shall,  at  the  expense  of  the  Common- 
wealth, prepare  and  furnish  to  the  clerks  of  the  several  cities  and 
towns,  and  to  the  superintendents  of  the  state  almshouses,  blank 
books  of  suitable  quality  and  size  t(j  be  used  as  books  of  record  under 
this  chapter,  blank  books  for  indexes  thereto,  and  blank  forms  for 
returns,  on  paper  of  uniform  size  ;  and  shall  accompany  the  same 
with  such  instructions  and  explanations  as  may  be  necessaiy  and  use- 
ful. City  and  town  clerks  shall  make  such  distribution  of  blank  forms 
of  returns  furnished  by  the  secretary  as  he  shall  direct. 

Section  10.  The  secretary  shall  cause  the  returns  received  by  him 
for  each  j-ear  to  be  bound  together  in  one  or  more  volumes  with 
indexes  thereto.  He  shall  prepare  from  the  returns  such  tabular  re- 
sults as  will  render  them  of  practical  utility,  make  report  thereof 
annually  to  the  legislature,  and  do  all  other  acts  necessaiy  to  carry 
into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

Section  1 1 .  Any  city  or  town  containing  more  than  ten  thousand 
inhabitants,  maj'  choose  a  person  other  than  the  clerk  to  be  registrar, 
who  shall  be  sworn,  and  to  whom  all  the  provisions  of  this  chapter 
concerning  clerks  shall  apply.

Such  ceitilicate  shall  bo  delivered  to  the  minister 
or  magistrate 'in  whose  presence  the  marriage  is  to  be  contracted, 
before  he  proceeds  to  solemnize  the  same. 

Section  9.  If  a  clerk  or  registrar  issues  such  certificate  to  a  male 
under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  or  a  female  under  the  age  of  eight- 
een years,  having  reasonable  cause  to  suppose  the  person  to  be  under 
such  age,  except  upon  the  application  or  consent  in  writing  of  the 
parent,  master,  or  guardian,  of  such  person,  he  shall  forfeit  a  sum  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  ;  but  if  there  is  no  parent,  master,  or 
guardian,  in  this  State,  competent  to  act,  a  certificate  may  be  issued 
without  such  application  or  consent. 

Section  10.  The  clerk  or  registrar  may  require  of  any  person 
applying  for  such  certificate,  an  afiidavit  sworn  to  before  a  justice  ot'" 
the  peace  for  the  county  where  the  application  is  made,  setting  forth 
the  age  -of  the  parties  ;  which  affidavit  shall  be  sufficient  proof  of  ago 
to  authorize  the  issuing  of  the  certificate. 

Section  11.  Whoever  appljdng  for  such  certificate  wilfully  makes 
a  false  statement  in  relation  to  the  age  or  residence,  parent,  master, 
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or  guardian,  of  either  of  the  parties  intending  marriage,  shall  forfeit  a 
sum  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars. 

Section  12.  When  a  marriage  is  solemnized  in  another  State 
between  j)arties  living  in  this  State,  and  they  return  to  dwell  here,  they 
shall,  within  seven  da^'s  after  their  return,  tile  with  the  clerk  or  regis- 
trar of  the  city  or  town,  where  either  of  them  lived  at  the  time,  a  cer- 
tificate or  declaration  of  their  marriage,  including  the  facts  concerning 
marriages  required  by  law,  and  for  every  neglect  they  shall  forfeit  ten 
dollars. 

Section  13.  No  magistrate  or  minister  shall  solemnize  a  marriage, 
having  reasonable  cause  to  suppose  either  of  the  parties  to  lie  under 
the  age  mentioned  in  section  nine,  without  the  consent  of  the  parent 
or  guardian  having  the  custody  of  the  minor,  if  there  is  an}'  in  the 
State  competent  to  act. 

Section  14.  Marriages  may  be  solemnized  by  a  justice  of  the 
peace  in  the  county  for  which  he  is  appointed,  when  either  of  the  par- 
ties resides  in  the  same  count}' ;  and  throughout  the  State  by  any 
minister  of  the  gospel  ordained  according  to  the  usage  of  his  denom- 
ination, who  resides  within  the  State  and  continues  to  perform  the 
functions  of  his  oftice  ;  but  all  marriages  shall  be  solemnized  in  the 
city  or  town  in  which  the  person  solemnizing  them  resides,  or  in  which 
one  or  both  of  the  persons  to  be  married  reside. 

Section  15.  Marriages  among  the  people  called  Friends  or 
Quakers  may  be  solemnized  in  the  manner  heretofore  used  and  prac- 
tised in  their  societies. 

Section  1G.  Every  justice  of  the  peace,  minister,  and  clerk,  or 
keeper  of  the  records  of  the  meeting  wherein  any  marriages  among 
the  Friends  or  Quakers  are  solemnized,  shall  make  a  record  of  each 
marriage  solemnized  before  him,  together  with  all  facts  relating  to  the 
marriage  required  by  law  to  be  recorded.  He  shall  also  between  the 
first  and  tenth  days  of  each  month  return  a  copy  of  the  record  for  the 
month  next  preceding,  to  the  clerk  or  registrar  of  the  city  or  town  in 
which  the  marriage  was  solemnized,  and  shall  when  neither  of  the  par- 
ties to  a  marriage  resides  in  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  marriage  is 
solemnized,  return  a  co[)y  of  the  record  of  such  marriage  to  the  clerk 
or  registrar  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  one  or  both  parties  reside. 
All  marriages  so  returned  shall  be  recorded  by  the  clerk  or  registrar. 

Section  17.  Every  person  neglecting  to  make  the  returns  re- 
quired by  the  preceding  section,  shall  forfeit  for  each  neglect  not  less 
than  twenty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

Section  18.  A  justice  of  the  peace  or' minister  who  joins  persons 
in  marriage  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  knowing  that 
the  marriage  is  not  duly  authorized,  shall  forfeit  not  less  than  fifty 
nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

Section  19.  Whoever  undertakes  to  join  persons  in  marriage 
knowing  that  he  is  not  authorized  so  to  do,  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the 
jail  or  confined  to  hard  labor  for  a  term  not  exceeding  six  months,  or 
pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars. 

Section  20.  [Unintentional  informality  does  not  invalidate  mar- 
riage in  other  respects  lawful.] 

Section  21.  The  record  of  a  marriage,  made  and  kept  as  pre- 
scribed by  law  by  the  person  before  whom  the  marriage  is  solemnized, 
or  by  the  clerk  or  registrar  of  any  city  or  town,  or  a  copy  of  such 
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record  duly  certified,  shall  be  received  in  all  courts  and  places  as  pre- 
sumptive evidence  of  such  marriage. 

Section  22.  [Admission  of  respondent,  general  repute,  &c.,  com- 
petent evidence  to  prove  the  fact  of  marriage.] 

Section  23.  [Marriage  in  foreign  countries  by  a  consul  or  diplo- 
matic agent  valid,  and  certificate  of  such  consul  or  agent  presumptive 
evidence  thereof.]

one  of  the  General  Statutes,  twenty  cents  for  each  of  the  first  twenty 
entries,  and  ten  cents  for  each  subsequent  entry  ;  for  each  death  not 
so  returned  but  by  him  obtained  and  recorded,  twentj^  cents. 

Section  2.  Chapter  ninet^'-six  of  the  acts  of  the  3-ear  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-five,  and  so  much  of  section  seven  of  the  twenty- 
first  chapter  of  the  General  Statutes  as  is  inconsistent  herewith,  are 
hereby  repealed.

Persons  living  without  the  Commonwealth  and  intend- 
ing to  be  joined  in  marriage  within  the  Commonwealth,  shall,  before 
their  marriage,  cause  notice  of  their  intention  to  be  entered  in  the 
office  of  the  clerk  or  registrar  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the}^  pro- 
pose to  have  the  marriage  solemnized  ;  and  no  marriage  between  such 
parties  shall  be  solemnized  until  they  have  delivered  to  the  justice  of 
the  peace  or  minister,  in  whose  presence  the  marriage  is  to  be  con- 
tracted, a  certificate  from  such  clerk  or  registrar,  specifying  the  time 
when  notice  of  the  intention  of  marriage  was  entered  with  him, 
together  with  all  facts  in  relation  to  the  marriage  required  by  law 
to  be  ascertained  and  recorded,  except  those  respecting  the  person 
by  whom  the  marriage  is  to  be  solemnized. 

Section  2.  Marriages  may  be  solemnized  by  a  justice  of  the  peace 
in  the  county  for  which  he  is  appointed. 

Section  3.  A  justice  of  the  peace  or  minister  who  joins  persons 
in  marriage  contrar}^  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  forfeit  not  less 
than  fifty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars.

The  following  plan  of  a  Nomenclature  and  Classification  of  Diseases 
does  not  essentially  differ  from  that  authorized  by  the  Registrar- 
General  of  England,  to  be  used  in  the  preparation  of  the  "  Weekly 
Heturn  of  Births  and  Deaths  in  London,"  and  is  also,  with  slight 
modifications,  identical  with  that  embodied  in  a  report  draAvn  up  by 
William  Farr,  Esq.,  M.  D.,  of  London,  for  the  consideration  of  the 
International  Statistical  Congress  which  met  at  Paris  in  September, 
1855  ;  which  report  was  printed  in  the  Appendix  to  the  Sixteenth 
Registration  Report  of  the  Registrar-General,  England. 

[N'OTE.— This  page  and  those  that  follow  contain  two  lists  of  causes  of  death.  The  first,— that 
on  the  left  side,— may  be  called  the  Tabular  List,  and  comprises  all  the  heads  which  it  is  pro- 
posed  to  admit  into  the  complete  tables  (IX.  and  X.)  and  under  which  all  deaths,  from  whatever 
cause  arc  finally  distributed.  It  represents  those  diseases  which,  under  the  same  terms,  or  terms 
strictly  synonymous  with  them,  are  found  in  practice  to  occur  most  frequently. 

The  Supplemental  List  is  subordinate  to  the  first,  and  contains  the  principal  special  dis- 
eases  which  it  may  be  considered  desirable  to  note.  The  figures  in  this  list  indicate  the  corre- 
spending  numbers  of  the  tabular  list  under  which  such  diseases  are  ultimately  arranged.
